1. BASED ON PHONE CONVERSATION WITH OUR GROUP IN 
VLADIVOSTOK, WE UNDERATAND THAT WHITE HOUSE ADVANCE 
PARTY WOULD BE ANXIOUS FOR ADDITIONAL EMBASSY SUPPORT 
PERSONNEL AND THAT NIKIFOROV AGREED TO IMPART THESE VIEWS 
TO HIGHER AUTHORITIES UPON HIS RETURN TO MOSCOW. 

2. SINCE NIKIFOROV WILL BE BACK AT WORK HERE TOMORROW,
